Evergreens 

Evergreens  have  become  an  important  feature  in  landscape  plantings.  Beauti- 
ful  green,  silver  and  golden  foliage  strongly  contrasting  with  the  intense  white  of 
the  winter  snows  give  a touch  of  life  to  the  lawn  that  would  otherwise  appear  bleak  if 
only  the  deciduous  trees  and  shrubbery  were  used.  The  varieties  we  grow  are  hardy 
for  these  climates  and  we  pack  so  that  you  will  have  certain  success  with  your  trees. 
On  smaller  sizes  it  is  safe  to  ship  by  “mudding”  the  roots  and  wrapping  securely  in 
damp  moss,  on  the  larger  sizes  it  is  necessary  to  dig  with  a ball  of  dirt  and  sew  tightly 
in  burlap.  With  either  method  we  prepay  the  transportation  cost.  Don’t  expose  the 
roots  of  an  Evergreen  for  a minute  to  the  sun  or  wind.  The  resin  in  the  roots  once 
dry  will  harden  and  the  tree  is  killed.  When  an  Evergreen  is  “balled”  simply  leave 
the  burlap  as  it  is,  don’t  open  or  break  and  place  it  in  the  opening  and  pour  water 
around  it  and  after  it  sinks  away  fill  up  with  dirt  and  firm  well.  Our  trees  are  all 
well  developed  and  shapely  specimens.
